practiced in the days cen- 
turies before Christ but 
gradually grew of small use as 
ships improved, gunnery 
game into being, armament 
made great advances, and 
battle ships could either stand 
aff and shell each other at 
further or closer range, or 
resort to the ancient but still 
popular custom of going 
alongside, boarding, and 
lighting it out on deck. 

This idea of ramming soft 
bellied ships was apparently 
born centuries ago in the 
Mediterranean where in naval 


engagements the early 
galleys, manned by two or 
three banks of oars, 


sometimes even more, and 
armed with the deadly metal 
or metal-sheathed beak, tried 
for first advantage by ram- 
ming their adversaries.

‘The impact of a fairly toeite 
and heavy wooden ship 
smashing into another under 
full propulsion by heavy 
muscled rowers was api to be 
pretty much equally 
disastrous. Sometimes the 
altacker would try to back 
away from the heeled-over 
victim and get its beak free 
before the adversary ship 
rolled back, In other types of 
warfare the drawbridge 
arrangement, or corvus, 
found for instance in the 
Roman bireme or trireme, 
was.dropped from its vertical 
position onto the deck of the 
enemy yessel, where a huge 
spike, thrusting through the 
deck, held the ships together 
while marines boarded, and 
the battle became more like 
fighting on land, with hand to 
hand sword work, arrow fire 
and the like. 

With the inaugration of the 
ram, a new type of sea battle 


was developed i in which ships, 
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powered by strong backed 
oarsmen, skilled and trained 
to instant response to com- 
mands, maneuvered for 
position from which they could 
crash their pointed rams into 
the bellies of enemy vessels; 
maneuvering in much the 
same way that centuries later, 
ships powered by sails 
maneuvered to gain position 
for pouring broadsides into the 
hulls and rigging of enemy 
ships, 

As the centuries passed, 
innovations appeared and 
progress was made in naval 
fighting. There came a time 
when the ram yielded in 
importance to a beak ex- 
tending out from the prow of 
the galley. When an attacking 
galley was maneuvered so 
that the beak, in the position, 
somewhat, of the bowsprit in 
later sailing vessels, overhung 
the deck of the enemy ship, 
attacking marines could use it 
as a bridge to gain the enemy 
decks for the boarding and 
fighting which for centures, up 
to comparatively modern 
times, the 17th, 18th and 19th 
century, , remained the 
favorite “. method of 
engagement al sea for many 
navies, and of course, for the 
pirate crews who roamed the 

seas far and wide for ships and 
slaves and booty. 

Boarding could also be 
accomplished by bringing a 
trireme alongside an enemy 
vessel and using the outrigger 
platform of the upper banks of 
oars as a spring. board to 
swarm to the decks of the 
enemy vessel. The oar of the 
attacking vessel were with- 
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Bath Iron Works from Kennebec River 


drawn on the boarding side, 
while at the same time the 
ship sheared off the oars in the 
opposing vessel, 

The centuries brought 
changes in fighting at sea as 
the catapult and the arrow 
engine made it possible to hurl 
their projectiles at an enemy 
well before the boarding 
maneuver, and there later 
came the era when Greek fire 
hurled onto the enemy deck, 
and the fire ship, made the 
rami just about obsolete, 

When Rome's western 
possessions were swallowed 
up by invading barbarians in 
the fifth century AD, her naval 
might was smashed and the 
fleets once stationed in the 
western Mediterranean 
vanished, In the Eastern 
Mediterranean, her rule was 
carried on by the Byzantine 
Empire which ruled supreme 
on the seas until the rise of 
Turkish power and the cap- 
ture of Constantinople in 1453. 
The Turks had a navy which 
was peerless until the big 
Italian city states of the 
Middle Ages began their era of 
wideflung merchant shipping 
and naval might. ~ 

The Byzantine warship was 
the two banked dromon, the 
prime weapon of which was 
not the ram, but fire, 

Like all earlier warships the 
dromons had prows which 
juited forward to end ina ram, 
but it was no longer a major 
weapon, 

Sull, over the centuries, 
almost info the 20th century, 
the concept of the ram as a 
naval weapon died slowly, and
